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NESTLĒ DOCTOR WHO CHOCOLATE 
1975 PROMOTION 


Following on from their successful 1971 promotion and with a Jon Pertwee having 
regenerated into Tom Baker, Nestlē decided to update their Doctor Who chocolate 
bars with a new wrapper in 1975. 


Rather than featuring a multi-part adventure story as they had done on their previous 
wrappers, the new bars sported a set of six biographies about major characters in the 
series. These were of The Doctor, Sarah Jane Smith, Harry Sullivan, The Brigadier, 
Warrant Officer Benton (who loves children and stray dogs, apparently!) and the 
TARDIS. 


The front of the wrapper showed the new Doctor Who logo that had first appeared at 
the start of Season 11 along with the Fourth Doctor in Bessie. The car had its 
number plate suitably blurred to prevent any further complaints from the owner of the 
real WHO 1 licence plate. 


The chocolate bars, now costing 6p, once again came packed in promotional boxes 


of 48, which could fold into a colourful counter display. Bars could also be purchased 
in packs of four, wrapped in clear cellophane.
